LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


7th 
Constitutional Convention 


gave young people the incentive 
to work for passage of the pro- 
posed new constitution. 


The proposed new document 


would give the General Assem- 
bly the power to lower the vot- 
ing age to as low as 18. 


The current 1874 Constitution 


sets the voting age at 21 and 
does not include any provision 
for 
flexibility. The proposed 


charter would replace the cur- 
rent document if approved by 
the voters In the Nov. 3 general 
election. 


The provision is one of sev- 


eral drafted by the convention 
delegates in an attempt to up* 
date the current document. The 
convention completed its work 
Feb. 10. 


The convention also took steps 


to guarantee a secret ballot, leg- 
islate against the expansion of 
legalized gambling and to pro- 
vide for a code of ethics for pub- 
lic officials. 


The delegates also decided to 


retain the 1874 usury provision. 


The provision sets the maxi- 


mum interest rate that can be 
charged on loans and time pay- 
ments at 10 per cent. During its 
summer session, the delegates 
approved a provision that would 
have given the legislature the 
authority to increase the maxi- 
mum interest rate.

Healing Severed Nerve 


Is Very Slow Process 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Two of the oldest principles 


of p l a y are "second hand 
low" and "third hand high." 


Here is a hand concocted 


by Bob Ewen for the Bridge 
World in which the play of 
"second hand low" is carried 
to a fantastic extreme. 


In his article, he shows 


hand after hand in which he 
has been 
set in various 


spade contracts and explains 
that, when he opened with 
four spades as dealer, he did 
so fully expecting to be set, 
but knowing he couldn't go 
down more than two tricks. 


West opened a trump and 


slumped back in his chair 
when his partner failed to 
follow. After all. West was 
looking at those four top dia- 
monds in dummy and could 
count e i g h t top spades in 
Bob's hand. 


When Bob led the king of 


hearts at trick five. West 
suddenly sat up and took 
notice. Obviously East held 
both m i s s i n g diamonds. 
What good would that do 
West? If he took the ace and 
queen of hearts, he would 
have to lead a diamond to 
dummy himself. 


Then West had an inspira- 


tion. He played the queen of 
hearts as "second hand low." 


This left Bob in his own 


hand. If he could have led 
a n o t h e r heart, everything 
would have come up roses, 
but he had to lead a club. He 
led the q u e e n and on this 
trick West forgot all about 
"second hand low" and dis- 
carded his ace of hearts 


After this pair of plays by 


West, all that East had'to do 
was to lead a high heart and 
force Bob to lose all his four 
clubs. 


Q—If a n e r v e is cut 


through, will it heal so that 
its function Is restored? Is 
there any medicine that will 
make it heal quicker? 


A—When a nerve is sev- 


ered, the distal part dies. If, 
however, the portion nearer 
that brain can be fixed to the 
distal portion, so that the cut 
surfaces are in contact, the 
living fibers will grow down- 
ward and replace the dead 
fibers. This is a very slow 
process that takes several 
months. There is no drug 
that will speed the healing.

A—This ii indeed normal, 


as it happens to everyone. 
Mark Twain wrote a skit on 
the subject entitled "Punch, 
Brother, Punch." The only 
remedy is to concentrate on 
a more soothing tune that 
you like. 


Q—Can continued frustra- 


tion and emotional stress 
cause a nervous breakdown? 
What treatment do you rec- 
ommend? 


A—A person can work 13 


or 14 hours at a stretch on 
a project he is deeply inter- 
ested in w i t h o u t undue 
fatigue. The so-called nerv- 
ous breakdown is caused, not 
by overwork, but, as you 
suggest, by frustration, a 
feeling of failure or emo- 
tional stress. Because of the 
multiplicity of probable caus- 
ative factors, there is no pat 
formula for recovery. Some 
victims are cured by chang- 
ing their line of work. Rest, 
in the sense of idleness, is 
never the answer. A vaca- 
tion or change of scene may 
help but will have no lasting 
effect if you must return to 
the s a m e set of personal 
problems. Some victims find 
healing comfort in religion 
and others in taking up a 
hobby.

down? 


SHORT RIBS 


A—Yes, but o n l y if the 


victim has a feeling of in- 
feriority. 


Q—What causes multiple 


m y e l o m a ? What are the 
symptoms?

And all these Inquiries should 


have been made before Gov.

of theft and pilferage on the na- 
tion's docks is running into the 
tens of millions of dollars a year 
and adding to the price consum- 
ers 
pay for many imported 


products. 


"It's accepted by all on the 


docks," claims Richard Max- 
well, chairman of the transpor- 
tation committee for the Ameri- 
can Importers Association. 


"Pilferage is something of a 


fringe benefit to some long- 
shoremen," commented Grego- 
ry Halpin, deputy director of 
the Maryland Port Authority. 


Officials 
of 
dockworkers 


unions say !hey do everything 
possible to keep pilferage to a 


minimum. They point out that 
under cmmtract terms a long* 
shoreman can lose his job "with 
the theft of a 10-cent article." 


Importers, who own the goods 


that are stolen, feel the brunt of 
the financial load. They seldom 
complain out loud, however. 


"There are two primary rea* 


sons you don't gel backing from 
importers," 
said 
Maxwell 


"They fear retaliation from 
dockworkers and an Increase in 
their Insurance premiums"— 
and maybe of being dropped as 
an account by an Insurance 
company if losses are continual- 
ly reported. 


It is this failure to report sto- 


len items that makes it difficult 
to determine the exact dollar 
loss annually through pilferage

To cut the losses he Incurs, an 


importer may add to the price 
of an item, thus making the ulti- 
mate consumer help pay for the 
thievery. 


Using large containers to ship 


merchandise has cut pilferage, 
but as one waterfront investiga- 
tor here said, "instead of taking 
a couple of bottles of whisky, 
they take the whole container, 
making it theft." It Just takes 
more organization. 


"The pattern of thefts on the 


waterfront has Indicated that 
container loads are not stolen 
unless the thieves have sound 
knowledge of the commodity or 
product, and have means for an 
immediate disposal of the stolen 
goods," said Carl E. McDowell, 
executive vice president of the 
American Institute of 
Marine 


Underwriters, 


"It Is generally agreed 
that 


crimes of this nature cannot oc- 
cur without the cooperation of 
pier 
guards, 
longshoremen, 


checks, laborers and truck driv- 
ers," he added. 


"Not landed" Is a favorite 


catch-all phrase used frequently 
to hide the fact that the goods 
Were ^stolen. Strictly defined, it 
moans that the merchandise has 
not arrived at the port of desti- 
nation, but in effect means that 
the goods many times have ar- 
rived and have been stolen. 


Waterfront Commission Inves- 


tigators In New York, posing as 
receivers and sellers of stolen 
goods 
recently 
uncovered a 


$250,000 cache of stolen dock 
Items. Only one bale of woolen 
goods, valued at about $2,000, 
had previously been reported as 
stolen. The rest of the stolen 
cargo was reported as "not 
landed." 


In Chicago, where port offi- 


cials now insist "there's virtual- 
ly no pilferage," a spokesman 
for the Mazzettl Candy Co. of 
Sweden,
